She hiid !(lnmc-.nes ftir the display 
of litxttry articl™ in thi" holeLi, acted a.? in- 
lermeHiary in the sellitii; n! apattmem.i and 
building sites. ai:quirf^ £111 interest 10 a lajii, 
and a rMeiiiy-hve per tent, sliare ui a lorry 
which di'livered urain to the Imul poultry 
tanneis.

a* a cavalry olTicer — ilw School of Political 
Scieni;e and, littally, into the Diplotttalic Scr- 
vice. When she spoke ihoiie two worris, she 
lowered her voice respt^tfnlly and a shy 
look of wonderment showed in her face. To 
reach that nltjmatc goal — I was in the 
third form at school — would mean, accord- 
ing to our roDstaitdy repeated calculation, 
a mere ttollting of eight or nine yors, 

,\ad nhe felt quite capable of carrying on 
till thai. She sniffed with saliifaction and 
liKiked a.1 me with anticipatory adiniiratiou.

she was prepared to say to thtse gentlemen 
at tbij lime waa that they Imd not the iniiu'csis 
of their cottntry at heart, and this .she would 
proclaim a I the top of bcr voice, as the mother 
of a Frenchman — who wm not yet osturaiised 
but that, obviously, was a minor matter — 
itnd slie tn.i;ijicd on tny bping admitted 10 the 
Club courts, there and then. 

I had not held a tennis racquet in my 
hand more than three or fotir times in my 
life, and the thought that these gentlemen 
might suddenly ask me to ga on to the 
ctturt and ihow what 1 could do made me 
tremble, Bm the two dUtinguished officials 
were far too overcome wilfs astonishment to 
give a diiiught to my pissstble talents as a 
ttmnis-player. ft was, I think, M. Caribaidi, 
who, in the hope of caluiiiig my mother, hit 
ott tile fatal idea which led to a scene tisc 
memory of which fiils me with «m£umjn 
even to tfits day.

His Majesty Gttsiav V was at that lime 
ilr<«dy a very old man atid this, lombincd 
no dmibi with Swedish phlcEtm, arcotmted for 
the fact that hr srrmrd not to the ten-st sur- 
priw^. He Imik the tij^r from his lip; and, 
turning to his coach: "Hit 3 few up with hiin,'^ 
be !iald, "and let's set? huw he docif.*'

Her sculpture work in metal, 
bfanac, wood, stone, arid planer dec- 
orates luHnes, gardens, facloiiis, and 
studios all around Sycbii-v. 

TIte many carvings and niouldings 
by Starr include birdx, dogs, rats, 
flowery humaa fares, and abstract 
figures and creatima.

Starr's interest in scidptsre dales 
back to an Icssoni at Ascbam school 
in Sydne)'. 

Thoe sbe .studied art as ouc of 
her mbjecd and learnt to nkould 
i<maU objects, like bird-baths, make 
cet^mir jE?we]l^, smd carve ani- 
maK from stotkc and wood. 

"ll was t'ery primitive jfcvlptute 
wntrfc," aecordiltg la Starr, "bill it 
helped me decicte n my fulufe 
career." 

AftPT compicling fourth year ii 
AKhani, she started a sculpcnre coune 
at the EiiM Sydney Technical College. 
Students cam take a five-ycaV diplnmu 
course for sculpturiF for an annual fee 
of £24. 

Starr nudied sculpture fur two ycart 
with Lyndon Dadsw^ll, one of Aus- 
traJiaV mo^ famous sculpror^ as ber 
teacher.

tery and ccramirj and sailplcd life 
Gguns and abstracts frnm wood, wire, 
plasto', clay^ and melais provided by 
the art scbool. 

When she was 17 Starr moved into 
her own studio, working each day with 
two teenage artists and another young 
sculptor. In a quaint litlle Studio at 
WoolloomooloOa in Ibe same building 
ai Sydney's Skelrlt Club (where prom- 
iamt Australian anlstji lecture), the 
four hoped 14> work togetlier and sell 
ihrir crealions. 

"ljut we had i*>i> many frisoids pop- 
ping into the studio," said Starr, "^'lo 
be able la do any good work at all." 

"ao Stair dcdded lo share the ituilia 
wilti just one friend, Luriana Artig^, 
who, at 19, wai bnping to break ituo 
the art world with fcer abstract paint- 
but was also interested in sculp- 
lute. That w^ about 16 Enoalhs ago, 
and ibc girls made very successful 
partners^ 

The girls' liisi cammisaon was a 
sculpture for the foyer of a new dieini- 
cal factory at CranriUe, Sydney. As 
the factcvy is of an ultra-modern de- 
sign they suggestted an ancient Souib 
American Aitcc prayer column motif 
as a contrast. 

The column, sculpted from grey 
csneni with special additives to give 
it an "old" appearance, took the girls 
several rnonthi lo complete. Il stood 
seven feet high and had lo be made 
in two sections because tiieir tiny 
studio would ncil accommodate the 
whole CDluxnn. 

This sculpture earned the girb trv- 
cral hundred pounds, and ihey opened 
a joint banking aceoual, and began 
lo set up their own workabap for 
business. 

Starr spent Ihe nexi few monihi 
working on small sculpiuri-s for hrr 



clients, mosdy studies 'of animals, 
flowers, and ahstiaci subjects. Sold 
at prices from live to 25 guineas, the 
work helped to equip the studio with 
dozens of hammers and chisels, weld- 
ing equipmeni, clay modelling tools, 
pUers, and mallets. 

Luciana was selling a few of her 
abstract paintings, designing postent 
and prpgraoiuncs for one of Sydney's 
new hotels, aitd doing part-titne com- 
mercial art work. 

Then the girls worked together to 
make five metal %ure3 to be exhilHted, 
with woof leu garments draped around 
them, al last year's Sydney Trade 
Fair. 

"Scutpluring is hardly a glaOMrous 
career." said Slarr. 'T have aflen been 
wearing my father's old ^lirt and 
trousers and a pair of minetr's goggles 
while welding, when a friend would 
call unexpectedly al the sturlio." 

The last commi.>isioii for the girls 
was to design a Japanese garden for 
a Sydney factory. They were shown 
the large courtyard to be tranafonncd 
into the garden and «ct to wtw* to 
plan rvery stone, plant, and fixture. 

They read and studied everything 
they could find on traditiooal 
Japanese art and iculpturii; and studied 
plant arrangeitient. 

"It was interewing to learn that 
for the Japanese every group of 
stotiCj tells a little story," said Starr, 
"so il ivai very important when; each 
and evoy sione and pcU>lc was to 
be placed," 

Hiey designed, and helped work- 
men build, two large pond^ and Starr 
and Luciana cast a rhozubscfu (a 
Japanese water basin j out of cetnenU 

The most striking feature of the 
garden U a large stone owl, sculpted 
by Starr, which stands 6ft. high 
amon^ bamboo jetpvp-t and maple 
trees,

father was a Counly Court judge. 

Buany studied Civil Knginee.ring and Anzhitccuire 
at Mplbourac Oniversii' , bul after a few ycRfj he 
decided his fulure lay with art. lie joined the Mel-

la IBB* Bunny left Aimtralia for London, where 
he siudicd for IR mundiji. it ivaa during ihis liiilti 
be fridi Jean Pani Laurens, a wcK-known French 
painter antJ tpncher, [ind the two men later beeami! 
ilosi! friends. 

Bunny then moved tu Parii, and tintil 19O0 hdd 
many exliibilions at ihc Old Salon. In that year he 
was awarded llit Old .Salojl's iaotae medal for 
C)u«tandin4f work- 
France seemed lo he Bunny's spiritual horaii, and he 
sofiB ibsorbcd tfic French tcmpernment and way of 
life. Ah if happened, he was living m FroAce at n most 
atimu latin p period when the impressionists — - Monet, 
Degas, and Renoir — were the rreative fortes in the 
art world.
